The American Railroad Journal Rounding 
ite Half a Hundred Years. 


Half a century ago, when the advisability of 
trying to introduce into this country some 
method of inland communication more desira- 
ble than that afforded by canals and stage 
coaches was being discussed, the AMERICAN 
Raitroap JourRNAL was established.  Rail- 
roading was then an experiment. The new 
paper, the first railroad paper the world had 
ever seen, in its first editorial introducing it- 
self said, *‘ A fair experiment should be made 
of the utility of railroads. Such experiments 
are now in progress in several States; and all 
information, therefore, upqn the comparative 
value of railroads and canals, which may be 
generally diffused amongst the people, must be 
valuable, as it may prevent a premature and

cerning which sufficient data for a correct 


1004 | judgment are not possessed.” 


Railroading existed then not only as an ex 
periment but as a very doubtful one, with 
strong opposing interests mustered about the 
existing canals and stage lines, with their ro- 
bust and argumentative constituency extend- 
ing from legislative halls and banking houses 
to city hostelries.and country taverns. It was 
a bold step, however it may seem now; the 
starting of a paper that. should face the oppos- 
ing conservatism and prejudice of the time and 
take an independent stand in behalf of free dis- 
cussion and the dissemination of ideas and the- 
ories pertaining to the embryotic railway sys- 
tem, then so crude and faltering, but which 
was destined to develop into the most gigantic 
and stimulating element of American progress 
before the Journat should reach one-half its 
present age, 

That the founder of the first railroad paper 
realized the boldness of his step, while having 
faith in the ultimate benefits to result from it, 
is seen in the careful way in which he warded 
off too sudden an. outburst from the opposition, 
through the use of the well chosen. closing 
words of the extract from)his inaugural as 
quoted above. But the first step taken, there 





was no inclination to retrace it, the paper 
drawing to itself a liberal support from the 
best business and financial circles of the period, 
and after its first issue numbering among its 
contributors and patrons the ablest and most 
enterprising constructors and ‘founders of 
American railroads, the trustworthy negotia- 
tors of their securities and the most solid in- 
vestors in-them at home and abroad. Starting 


with the first one hundred miles of railroad on . 
this continent, the Journal grew up with the _ 


present railroad system and walked by its side 
as the exponent of its most substantially pro- 
gressive ideas, the encourager of its enterprise, 
its introducer to capitalists and its careful 
weekly chronicler; the fostering watcher and 
historian of its rapid web-like growth. To 


give faithful reports of the development of. 


American railroads and the interests allied 
with them, and reliable summaries in tabulated 
form of the results of their management came 
to be the chief aim of the paper, and into this 
work has been put so much of honest endeavor 
and skilled labor that no more complete his- 
tory of railroading in this country can be 
found than is furnished by the files of the 
American RarLroap JournaL, to which as 
an authority Chambers Encyclopedia recom- 
mends its readers for reference. Foreign capi- 
talists soon appreciated the value of a paper 
that should place before them systematically 
and without undue coloring- the doings and 
condition of the American enterprises for 
which their investments were solicited, and the 
JourRNAL became their guide, early in its his- 
tory being a recognized necessity for the 
counting rooms of the leading European bank- 
ing houses among which, especially in Great 
Britain and Germany, it now bas an unequal- 
ed list of world renowned financiers as patrons.

Mr. Scuuntz, as the 
president of the company, remains, as will his 
work, a familiar and well known element of 
the Journat. The others joining him, one of 
whom is his son, unite their efforts with his to 
maintain the prestige and usefulness of the 
p2per, and to broaden its scope in directions 
consistent with its character. We have few 
announcements to make as to what the Jour- 
‘NAL is to do under its new regime; no start- 
ling statements as to policies to be adopted. 
New features, to be sure, are to be added to 
the paper from time to time, and improve- 
ments made we trust that will be readily vis- 
ible, but we shall plan and strive to make them 
such as shall enhance the old features, making 
the old and new in harmony with each, other 
and with the new era in which the JovrNnaL 
finds itself as it rounds its half a hundred 
years. To be a faithful recorder of events 
within our province, to place before our read- 
ers such information as may be of service to 
them, to do justice so far as is within our pow- 
er to the interests intrusted to us, to aid, as of 
old, whatever tends to the substantial devel- 
opment of the industries brought under our 
range, to make the JournaL not only a valua-

The New Trunk Line. 

The much discussed extension of the Dela- 
wore, Lackawanna and Western Railroad is 
not a new project nor is it, we apprehend, a 
speculative one. Ever since the company 
opened its tunnel through Bergen bill, it has 
been desirous of controlling a trunk line from 
Buffalo to New Ycrk. The company’s main 
and leased lines already give it an outlet on 
Lake Ontario at Oswego, and an old plan was 
to build west along the southern shore of the 
lake. The unexpected depression of business 
prevented the development of any such scheme 
for several years, and very little has been said, 
until the recent increase in business revived 
the interest in the matter and occasioned the 
formation, last week, of the New York, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad Company. The 
new road is to consist of a main line running 
from Binghamtvn in a general northwesterly 
direction, through the counties of Broome, Ti- 
oga, Tompkins, Schuyler, Steuben, Livingston, 
Wyoming and Erie, to Buffalo and to or near 
the International Bridge, and thence to the 
Niagara River to connect with the Suspension 
Bridge, with a branch from the main line run- 
ning, probably from Danville, through the 
counties of Livingston and Monroe, to Roches- 
ter. The length of the road and branches will 
be about three hundred miles, but the distance 
from Binghamton to Buffalo will not exceed 
one hundred and sixty miles, This will make 
the total distance from New York less than 
four hundred miles, considerably shorter than 
Erie or the New York Central. The amount 
of the capital stock is ten millions of dollars, 
ten per cent of which has been deposited in 
cash and one thousand dollars per mile for 
every mile to be constructed has been sub- 
scribed. 

The following officers have been elected for 
the ensuing year: Samuel Sloan, president; 
Frederick F, Chambers, secretary ; F. H. Gib- 
bons, treasurer; A. D. Chambers, assistant 
treasurer ; executive committee, Samuel Sloan, 
P. R. Pyne, Benjamin G. Clarke, George Bliss, 
Jay Gould, Russell Sage, Solon Humphreys. 

It is announced that the engineers have been 
on the ground for three weeks past and that 
their surveys havo been accepted, although 
there is a difference of opinion as to two pro- 
posed routes, one of which follows the valley 
of the Susquehanna and the line of the Erie to 
Corning, the other skirting the lower end of 
Cayuga, Seneca Lake, and taking in the towns 
of Ithaca and Watkins. It is also said that the 





road will be double tracked throughout and 
ground be broken at Binghamton some time in 
September, and work carried westward. 

Of the future of the new trunk line it is too 
early to predict. To build a new through line 
to the west in direct competition witk Erie 


and the New York Central and in the faée of 
recent disastrous developments in the history 
of certain coal roads, isa very bold undertak- 
ing to say the least. 

The new trurk = line, however, passes 
through the Genesee Valley, and the richest 
and thickest settled portions of Western New 
York ; and the recent business on the through 
trunk lines would seem to justify the hope 
that a new road might be successful. Its 
grades dre casy, the road bed for the most part 
following valleys and water courses, and its 
connections at Buffalu with the Great Western 
of Canada and the Wabash system make a 
strong through line to the lakes and the West. 

The new company is closely identified with 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road, and there can be no questfon of the great 
advantage that must result from this combina- 
tion to the latter road. It affords it an oppor- 
tunity to develop its valuable terminal facili- 
ties at Hoboken, and an excellent chance to 
extend its coal business, It has been managed 
of late with great energy and ability; its Syr- 


seems to be no reason why its Buffalo: connec- 
tion should not be equally profitable. 





Sunday Excursions. 

The crusades of Rev. Leonard W. Bacon, of 
Norwich, Conn., against the Sunday excursions 
of the steamer Ella, have attracted more at- 
tention than the recent controversy between 
the officials of the State of Massachusetts and 
the various railroads using the Troy and 
Greenfield road, but the same principle is in- 
volved in both cases. In most of the States in 
the Union the law provides that whoever 
travels or does any work on Sunday except 
from necessity or charity shall be punished, and 
yet in every town is this law utterly disregard- 
ed and ignored. The laws of New York and 
Connecticut are exactly similar in this respect, 
although not all of the New York Dailies seem 
to be aware of the fact. Mr. Bacon’s object of 
attack has been, he says, the excursicns of the 
steamboat Ella, “ which have been character- 
ized by the filthiest debaucheries.” In this 
movement he was successful, for the trips were 
discontinued in response to public sentiment 
which he succeeded in bringing to bear upon 
the steamboat company, and we have no doubt 
that a similar result would have been reached 
had the Ella made her trips from New York 
or Boston. : 

The Sunday controversy in Massachusetts 
arose in this wise : the Fitchburg Railroad and 
the Boston, Hoosac Tunnel and Western Rail- 
way, with the consent of the State authorities, 
issued a time-table calling for one Sunday 
train each way between Boston and Saratoga. 
Certain people at Greenfield, the eastern ter- 
minus of the Stai “s road, at once petitioned 
the Governor and Council to forbid the passen- 
ger trains over the Troy and Greenfield Rail- 
road. The object of the petition, some say, 





was, to discourage Sunday travel to Lake 





acuse line now pays handsomely, and there. 
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Pleasant, a spiritualistic summer resort, and 
counter petitions followed from every town 
along the line of the road, but the State offi- 
cials took the ground that they were sworn to 
obey the Jaw as they found it, and that run- 
ning Sunday railway passenger trains was 
neither “from necessity nor charity.” The 
proprietors of the Boston Sunday Herald, the 
most enterprising and the best newspaper in 
New England, however, secured permission to 
run a baggage train to carry their newspapers 
from Boston to Saratoga on the ground that 
newspapers were freight and that freight trains 
had been allowed to run through the moun. 
tain on Sunday since the completion of the 
tunnel. This distinction made between freight 
and passenger trains has occasioned much dis- 
cussion and has not given general satisfaction. 
People cannot understand why it is called law- 
ful to carry merchandise to Boston on Sunday 
but unlawful to carry ill or tired mortals from 
the cities to Lake Pleasant or Saratoga, on the 
same day. 

The recently published statement of Mr. 
Bacon’s views on the Sunday question, from a 
secular point of view, will surprise and gratify 
liberal men who have been disposed to criticise 
his course as too puritanical. It certainly is 
taking a great step in advance, for an orthodox 
clergyman, to say that the Sunday law “ ought 
not to interfere with any one’s enjoyment or 
amusement, except so far as such interference 
is required for the sake of the general rest and 
the interests of public order and morals.” It 
ought not, he thinks, to try to enforce any re- 
ligious duty of Sunday observance, nor to try 
to help the church by any discriminations in 
favor of church going, expressed or implied, for 
the reason that every such favor hurts the 
church more than it helps it. Mr. Bacon is 
ready to join in a petition to the Legislature 
“for a careful inquiry as to whether the Sun- 
day laws can be so modified as to permit Sun- 
day steam oat excursions without seriously in- 
fririging the right of weekly rest, and without 
detriment to good order and morals.” 

Mr. Bacon’s ideas should be proclaimed far 
and wide. Sunday newspapers and Sunday 
outdoor excursions during the hot summer 
months kaye become ropular necessities. Both 
need more than anything else the moral guid- 
ance of good and strong men like Mr. Bacon. 
The laws on this subject are antiquated, and 
should be and will be changed. It would be 
vastly better in every respect to have liberal 
statutes well executed than the present strict 
ones openly defied and universally disregarded. 





i The Chester Evening News says that work 
Men are pow replacing with iron the vast wooden 
span of the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more Railroad bridge over the Susquehanna river, 
at Havre de Grace, and when this is comp'eied 
the whole bridge will be of iror. The change 
from wood to iron has been going on for six years, 
The bridge is one of the greatest structu-es in the 
country, With its approaches it is a mile and a 





quarter long, and the water in the channel is 75 
feet deep. The total cost of the bridge has been 
$2,000,000, 





Fiint and Pere Marquette Railroad. 
Additional particulars in reference to the purchase 
of this road—the sale of which took place on the 18th 
of August—have been obtained, viz : 


The Purchasing Committee take the property in 
trust, pursuant to a plan arranged, for bondholders 
who have deposited bonds with them for that pur- 

ose. 

: The sale was made subject to prior securities, 
amounting in the aggregate, including all interest 
computed to May 1, 1880, with interest on coupons in 
arrear, to the sum of $1,025,634 45, which amount of 
prior securities, however, is liable te be reduced by 
land assets when the same shall have been realized 
and applied by the trustees of the prior trusts. The 
land assets referred to consist of about 160,000 acres 
of land unsold, which it is estimated will produce at 
least the sum of $1,000,000. For lands already sold 
there is due to the trustees about another million, and 
the trustees have in hand to use for retiring bonds 
something over $200,000. So that the prior debts 
mentioned above will be reduced by the application 
of these land assets to about. $2,000,000—probably a 
trifle less. The purchasers also take the property 
charged with the indebtedness outstanding against 
the receiver, which amounts at this date approxi- 
mately to the sum of $500,000. 

The sale was made at the instance of the holders of 
the consolidated. bonds, who by this process and by 
reorganization will convert their bonds into preferred 
stock. The plan of reorganization contemplates the 
issue of preferred stock to the amount of $0,500,000, 
and the plan also recognizes common stock to the 
amount of $3,500,000, which will not be issued, how- 
ever, until the preferred stockholders shall have -re- 
ecived from the net earnings of the road five consecu- 
tive annual dividends of 7 per cent or semi-annual 
dividends equivalent thereto. When that contingen- 
cy shall arise then this common stock is to be issued 
and delivered to the holders of receipts for common 
stock given by the bondholders’ committee. To pay 
this dividend of 7 per cent to the preferred stockhold- 
ers Will require a net income of $445,000, after provid- 
ing for the interest on prior securities. The earnings 
of the road in the hands of the receiver for the first 
seven months of 1880 amount to $856,604 95. Ifthe 
earnings continue for the remainder of the year at the 
same ratio the gross earnings for the year 1880 will 
be the sum of $1,468,465 60, and allowing 60 per cent 
for operating expenses the net income will be $587,- 
336 24. It is considered probable, however, that 
earnings may fall off somewhat towards the close of 
the year. 

The purchasing committee consists of H. A. V. 
Post, of the firm of Clark, Post & Martin, 34 Pine St., 
New York, Chairman; L. Snow, Jr., and Francis 
Hathaway, of New Bedford, Mass.; H. H. Fish and 
Dr, A. G. Brower, of Utica, N. Y. The total amount 
of consolidated bonds outstanding, with interest com- 
puted to May 1, 1880, together with interest on cou- 
pons in arrear to the same date, is the sum of $6,236,- 
368 80, represented by 4,470 bonds, of which there 
have been placed in the hands of the committee b 
their owners 4,381 bonds, leaving only 89 outstand- 
ing. All those who have surrendered their bonds 
into the hands of the committee will be entitled to 
share in the reorganization in accordance with the 
programme of the committee. The committee who 
have become the purchasers will proceed at once to 
procure a confirmation of the sale and will then or- 
ganize a new company, Which it is expected will be 
called the Flint and Pere Marquette Railroad Com- 
pany, to take charge of and manage the property. 
The committee will associate with themselves Jesse 
Hoyt, Cornelius D. Wood and James C. Parrish, of 
New York; William W. Crapo, of New Bedford, and 
Henry C. Potter and W. L. Webber, of East Saginaw, 
ag directors, so that the new board will consist of 
eleven members. 

It is expected that arrangements will be completed 
so that the new company will take possession of the 
road on the Ist day of October, 1880. 

The first rail of the road was laid at East Saginaw 
on August 19, 1859, so that the day of sale completed 
21 years of the history of the road. The property 
conveyed now consists of 300 miles of road and 74 
miles of sidings. Two hundred miles ef the main 
line have steel rails. The equipments transferred to 
the new company will consist of 51 locomotives, 42 


freight cars, 561 fiat cars, 20 conductors’ cars and 5 
boarding cars. 





The Messier System. 

The Pittsburg Chronicle says that where the 
Messler system of keeping railroad accounts is en- 
forced, settlements are made daily and weekly as 
wellas monthly. At 4o’clock any afternoon an 
auditor can drop in upon an agent, and in 20 min- 
utes, if bis beoks are properly kept, learn what 
shape matters are in, This accounts for the fact 
that seldom do you hear of an agent or official in 
the fioancial department of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company being a defaulter, or ever short io 
his account, so completely dovs the Measler sys- 
tem check any irregularities or show up any mis- 
takes, It is spoken of as being an expensive 
mode of keeping accounts, but, in the long run, it 
is not 80 expensive to a railroad company as are 
the leaks and stealings which are never brought 
to light where the ordicary method of keeping 
railroad accounts is in use, 





(GF The contracts for furnishing mail locks 
and keys as advertised for have been awarded by

The totel tonnage of anthracite coal from all 
the regions for the week ending Augost 21, as re- 
ported by theseveral carrying companies, amount- 
ed to 424,388 tons, against 525,811 tons io the cor- 
responding week last year, a decrease of 101,422 
tons, The total amount of anthracite mined for 
the year is 13,303,088 tons, against 15,999,390 tons 
for the same period last year, a decrease of 2,696,- 
802 tons. Phe quantity of bitaminons coal sent 
to market for the week amounted to 85,889 tors 
against 84,127 tons in correspooding week last 
year, an increase of 1,762tons, The total amount 
of bituminons mined for the year is 2,643,295 
tons against 2,246,850 tons for the corresponding 
period last year, an increase of 696,445 tons, The 
total tonnage all kinds of coal for the week is 
510,277 tons, against 609 938 tons in correspond- 
iog week lust year, a decrease of 99,661 tons, and 
the total tonnage for the coal year is 15,946,383 
tons against 18,246,240 tons to same date last year, 
a decrease of 2,299,857 tons. The quantity of coal 
and coke carried over the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for the second week of August was 136,780 tons, 
of which 99,699 tons were coal and 37,181. tons 
coke, The total tonnage for the year thus far 
has been 4,251,668 tons of which 3,192,613 tons 
were coal and 1,059,055 tons coke. These figures 
embrace al! the coal and coke carried over the 
road east and west, The shipments of bitumin- 
ous coal from the mines of the Cumberland coal 
region dnriog the week ended August 21 were 41,-

Raltlroads in South Africa. 

We are indebted to E. B. Biaaar, Esq., of Cape- 
town, for the following interestiog article upon 
Railroads, etc., in South Africa : 

As American railroad cars and engines and 
railway plant are now flading their way abroad 
not only to Earope but to the Australian colonies 
it may be of interest to manufacturers in this im- 
portant line of American commerce to vote what 
has been and what is being done in the now pro- 
gressive colonies of South Africa in the way of 
railroad enterprise, Especially will these facts 
be of interest when it can be shown that the rail- 
roads of South Africa are of such a character as 
to afford an easy introduction fcr cars of Ameri- 
can manufacture, if not for railroad engines and 
plant, The first railroad undertaking in South 
Africa was begun in 1859 at Capetown, the me- 
tropolis of the British possessions there, and was 
opened to the town of Wellington, some 60 miles 
inland four years afterwards, About the same 
time « short line of some 20 miles was constract- 
ed at Port Natal leading to the Natal sugar plan- 
tations, At Capetowa, in 1862, a small line of 
eight miles was commenced connecting the city 
with its suburbs towards Simon’s Town, In the 
meantime the main lice from Capetown was push- 
ed on and through many natural obstacles to 
surmonnt which the road bad at last to be re- 
duced to a narrow gauge, was pushed over the 
Tulbagh aod Hex River morotaios by various 
stages until in February of this year it was opec- 
ed to the town of Beaufort west 350 miles from 
Capetown. From this line there is a braoch of 40 
miles through the grain districts of Malmesbary, 
and a loop line taking in the town of Steller bosch 
with its fruit and wine producing district. For 
the first huodred miles this main line runs through 
a level well settled and exceedingly fertile coun- 
try, and then for a hundred miles through wild, 
majestic and rugged mountains, with gradients 
in many places marked one in 40, bot probably 
more, and reaching a height of 1,000 feet above 
the see. Then the road winds through low uao- 
dulations of “ Karoo” country, unproductive 
from its dryness, to Beaufort West. From here it 
is to be carried in a straight line to the Diamond 
Fields of Kimberley, over a generally level coan- 
try of pastoral lands, thinly. inbabited as yet. 
Witbin the last eight or ten years other railway 
undertakings have been prosecuted in other parts 
of the Cape Colony. 

From Port Elizabeth, which is called the “ Liv- 
erpool” of the Cape, a line runs northwest through 
a portion of the ostrich farming districts to the 
towa of Graaff Reinet 200. miles ioland, This 
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line, as well as the other roads about to be men- 
tioned in the Cape, is, if my memory serves me 
right, a broad gauge Ine, It is to be carried 
forward to form a janction with the Capetown 
line to the Diamond Fields which are about 700 
miles from these seaports, Anvther line rons from 
Port Elizabeth northeast and having a branch to 
Grahamstown, on old settled and wealthy district 
about 100 miles from the port, rans northward to 
Cradock, ancther rich ostrich farming tract about 
200 miles or more inland. Another line is now 
open from East London, the eastern most port of 
the Cape, to Queenstown, about 150 miles north. 
These last two lines are to be prosecuted from 
their present termini through the northern dis- 
tricts of the colony and thence through the Free 
State to the Diamond Fields also, All these lines 
are to bring the seaports into direct connection 
not only with the rich diamond mines of Guiqua- 
Jand West, but wiil draw down more quickly the 
native produce of the interior country, and bring 
civilized trade to the very borders of the rich 
tracts of Central Africa, Again in Natal a new 
lize was begun in 1876 and is now about com- 
pleted from the seaport to Pietermaritsburg, the 
capital, a distance by rail of 70 miles, This, a 
narrow gauge line, is to be continued at some 
fature time towards the Transvaal territory, thus 
opening another route towards Central Africa, A 
railroad is also projected from Delagoa Bay, but 
that may be postponed indefinitely, 


To sum up these remarks there are now in op- 
eration in South Africa abont 1,000 miles of rail- 
road, and the extensions to the Diamond Fields 
will increase this to two thousand, These exten- 
sions were brought before the Cape Parliament 
daring its recent session—all the railroads in the 
colony being government enterprises—but appar- 
ently owing to the weakness of the present min- 
istry io listening to the clamorings of local greed 
and local jealousy the whole scheme was post- 
poned. As they must, however, shortly be con- 
tinued, and a large amount of rolling stock re- 
quired, the subject is well worth attention in this 
country, for the reasons hereafter given, Io the 
first p!ace there are no railroad workshops in the 
ecuntry beyond small repairing shops, and al- 
though some few carriages have been made in 
the colony there is not sufficient wood of the 
proper kind to produce them there ata reasonable 
rate. At present all tho cars on ali the lines are of 
Eoglish style, chiefly from Birmingham, and yet 
the character of the rontes, with their stations 
far apart and roads in many regions requiring 
reduced speed and therefore long timed journeys, 
is such that once the American vars could be in- 
troduced thoy w. uld be certain to be appreciated 
and generally adopted, They would be certain 
to be adopted not only on these accounts but on 
account of the climate as well, The weathar be- 
ing generally very warm and the stations far 
apart, great distress is often suffered, particu- 
larly by lady passengers, for want of drinking 
Water arid the other conveniences to b» found on 
American railroads, The ill-suited style of the 


Eoglish cars is a frequent subject of complaint 
among the more traveled colonists, and scme of 
the newspapers have frequently advocated a 
change of late. The only thing remaining in the

natural prejudice of the eogineers and managers 
in favor of the English system and style, This, 
as I remarked before, would be removed upon 
the superiority of the American cars being dem- 
onstrated by acual proof. The engines mosily 
in use in the colonies aro the Fairley, but as to 
these and railroad plant generally it might be 
doubtful whether American work could success- 
fally compete with the Eoglisb, iron work being 
largely used for bridges and all other work as 
there is little liability to rust in the dry climate 
of Southern Africa. But whatever the difficulties 
in American trade in this branch bere there can 
be none of any consequence in the way of a large 
trade in railway cars, and the subject is well 
worth the inquiry of men interested in this great 
branch of manafacture.

British Agricultural Returns. 

James Caird, the eminent agricaltural author- 
ity, writes to the Londoa Times that agricultural 
returns from Great Britain and Ireland show, as 
compared with 1879, 2 slight increase inthe acre- 
age of wheat, a decrease of 744 per cent in that 
of barley, an increase of 6 per cent io that of oats, 
and scarcely any change in that of potatoes. The 
quality and yield of wheat will be so greatly su- 
perior that if the present splendid harvest weather 
continues a fortuight longer we may reckon ona 
crop of from three to four million quarters, or 
neatly two mouths consumption better tian io 
1879. Potatoes promise favorabiy. The dry, 
clear weather will, it may be reasonably hoped, 
go far tu check farther progress of disease, Grass 
and green crops, except maogold, are abundant. 
The first bay crop was light and much damaged 
by rain, but it will be largely supplemented by a 
heavy second crop. Cattle are deficient to the 
extent of 90,000 head, and sheep nearly two mil 
lions, or 544 per cent, in con3zeqaence of rot re- 
sulting from the excessive wet of the last season,
